How About Electric

The fiifth annual convention of the 
British Columbia branch of the Interna¬ 
tional Sunday School Association, which 
was held last week, was largely attend¬ 
ed by Victoria and Vancouver delegates. 
Oue of the most Important papers was 
that of Mrs. Templar ou “Reminiscences 
Front, the Jerusalem Couventiou.” It 
wag read at Saturday evening’* session 
by Mrs. G. Carter aud received with en¬ 
thusiastic applause. The complete paper 
follows: 

Dear Fellow-Workers:—It is with feel¬ 
ings of deep regret that my message to 
you from the Jerusalem convention must 
be a written oue. I bad hoped to be 
with you on this occasion of your associa¬ 
tion gathering, aud si>eak with you face 
to face. 1 appreciate very much tho 
houor that has been mine in being one 
of your representatives at the world's 
fourth Hunday school convention, held 
just outside the walla of that famous ohJ 
city, Jerusalem. 

8ome hate said that the desire to hold 
tho convention in Jerusalem was a mere 
matter of sentiment and the results would 
not Ik* so far-reaching nor of such u 
practical nature as if held in an English- 
speaking country. It was thought that 
few could be induced to attend, and even 
if the attendance were good, how could 
such a company be accommodated? That 
all objections have been answered no one 
will rise to dispute. The convention was 
held on the 17th, ISth and 19lh of 
April and was a decided success. 

Was it by mere chance that Mr. W. N. 
Hartshorn, secretary of the world’s 
Sunday school convention committee, sug¬ 
gested “Easter morning, 1904,* at the 
Saviour’s tomb, Jerusalem," as tho time 
and place for the next world’s Sunday 
school convention? Those who believe 
in the office and "iteration of the Spirit 
must surely fh!r:k that this man of God 
had had a v ..don. He had seen the 
world’s Full*. ,v school workers gathered 
near the -;.<:t where .leans had proclaimed* 
His lov.ug sympathy for the little ones 
and near where Solomon had taught the 
necessity of^child-training. lie had be 
lieved that such a meeting place would 
do much to reaffirm the faith of those 
who might be permitted to attend, in the 
Bible as the word of God, and that a 
deeper interest would be taken in its 
teachings. Further, that such an oppor¬ 
tunity. presen its! to the Christian citi¬ 
zens of the world to meet where Christ 
taught the principles of brotherly love, 
would enable them to more fully manifest 
and cultivate this spirit of love towards 
the brethren of all lands and creeds. Then, 
too. wa« not the convention to be held 
in the interest of children? Could a more 
appropriate place be found than in the 
city that had once been the home of the 
children’s friend? 

No. it was no mere chance, but a 
specific part of God's (treat plan. Such 
was the feeling, yea firm conviction of 
many of us as we wended our way. that 
beautiful Sabbath morning, towards the 
spot where the convention teut had been 
pitched. Arriving at the tent door a few 
minutes before the opening of the first 
session, we turned and stood looking 
southward towards the city. Two hun¬ 
dred yards away stood the north wall, 
over which could be seen domes, minarets 
and church spires. Yonder to our left 
and across the valley of Jehosaphat, east 
of the city, lay Mount Olivet with its 
tall Russian tower piercing the clouds. 
Gethsemane’g garden nestled on the west¬ 
ern slope opposite the Golden Gate In the 
Easter wall. To our right near the 
northwest corner of the city lay modem 
Jerusalem. In the same direction, a few 
yards from where we stood, lay Gordon’s 
Calvary, the place of the crucifixion, and 
just over the wall the city that crucified

After the resolutions had been presented 
aud adopted, His Excellency Ismail Bey 
was Introduced. Among other good 
things he said: “In my official position 
as president of public instruction of 
Jerusalem and the country round about 
I sympathize with overy effort to in¬ 
struct _&nd elevate the young.” “And,” 
he added, “should you ever again hold 
your convert lion in Jerusalem you may be 
sure of i..y welcome aiul of my doing 
whatever may b© in my power to help it 
on.” Such words from an official in the 
Sultan’s domains was truly remarkable. 

An Abyssinian general, subject of 
Mertelik, King of Abyssinia, next spoke. 
His address was translated by a colored 
brother from Kenfueky. It had a 
genuine ring as he told of the great 
pleasure it afforded to him to be present 
ou that occasion. In part he said: “I 
am very much pleased to be here and to 
witness the proceedings of this meeting, 
and it shall not alone benefit me, but it 
shall benefit His Majesty the King also. 
I hold that Christianity is the light of 
the world and will proceed for ever and 
ever.” 

Towards the close Joseph Pasha, ex- 
governor of Jerusalem, asked 1 permis¬ 
sion to speak. After a brief word of 
greeting, he said: M I beg you to read 
with me the nineteenth Psalm,” and he 
read aloud to that Christian audience 
with, much expressiveness and deep feel¬ 
ing that wonderful song of praise. 

Could any circumstance seem .more in¬ 
credible? As we looked upon that vener¬ 
able gray-haired subject of the Ottoman 
Empire and listened to him retd words 
so dear to the Christian heart, was it any 
wonder that we burst forth. "Praise God 
From Whom All Blessings Flow.” 

With hearts full of gratitude to our 
Heavenly Father for the joy and glad¬ 
ness that had been onrs during the ses¬ 
sions of this woudeiful convention, we 
rose and hand-in-hand made a circle 
round the great Cent. 

Thus linked together, hand-in-hand and 
heart-ko-heart, stood the many represen¬ 
tatives of different countries in Europe, 
Asia, Africa and from America beyond 
the sea#. 

Two hymns were snng in closing this 
memorable session, “Blest Be the Tie 
That Binds,” and “God Be Wifli You 
Till We Meet Again.”

JAPANESE METHODS* 


To the Editor:—In the issue of tlw 
Daily Colouist of even dute some promi¬ 
nence is given to the report of the pro 
ceedings at the meeting of Capt. Clive 
Phillipps-Wolley’s supporters at North 
Saanich on Saturday evening last. That 
the proceedings there were grossly exag¬ 
gerated and misrepresented is plainly 
evident to any one that attended, and is 
my excuse for soliciting publicity to an 
emphatic denial of the Colonist’s report. 

That there are, proportionately, as 
many fair-minded people resident in Sid¬ 
ney aud district no one will seek to deny, 
and at all political meetings held so far 
in this district I cannot find that both 
sides have not been given a fair and im¬ 
partial^ hearing.

St. Petersburg, Nov. 1.—3.05 a.m.)— 
Everything indicates that both the 
Japanese and the Russian armies south 
of Mukden are ready for n resumption 
of hostilities, if, Indeed, fighting has not 
already begun. 

It is believed tliat the Japanese force 
has been largely augmented both from 
Port Arthur, where an engineering siege 
has been begun, and from whence it is 
understood every available man is being 
drafted. It seems to be a s s ur ed that 
the Japanese will be able to meet Gen. 
Kouropatkin on nn almost, if not quite, 
an equal numerical footing. 

Dispatches indicate the resumption of 
fighting on both extremities of the Rus¬ 
sian front. It appears that the Japanese 
are becoming aggressive along the whole 
front. 

The latest reports from Port Arthur 
are by no means encouraging. Gen. 
Stoessel is making a good defence, but 
the Japanese are now very close to im¬ 
portant Russian positions. 

While this form of attack is less 
spectacular than repeated assaults, it is 
no less conclusive in its results, demand¬ 
ing a sleepless defence and being almost 
imtM>ssible to frustrate. 


Farther Particulars of the Third As¬ 
sault on Port Arthur—Sortie by 
Defeudtrs Repulsed. 


Chefoo, Oct. 31.—3 p.ui.—The general 
assault upon Port Arthur, which began 
in a preliminary way ou October 34th, 
developed into a fiercely raging battle yes¬ 
terday wheu, according to a hitherto in¬ 
fallible source, the Japanese flung heavy 
forces against the fortress in their third 
attempt to secure n commanding posi¬ 
tion. The result of yestenJay’s fighting 
is unknown. 

Tho JapaneseIhave been preparing for 
this assault for a month. It is believed 
that the Japanese did uot expect to cap¬ 
ture the town on this occasiou, but ac¬ 
complish another important forward step. 
This plan was adopt<*d iu nn attempt to 
swarm over the fortifications by a mere 
force of numbers regardless of losses. 

TFiis assault, like the previous one. was 
a climatic incident of weary weeks of 
trench digging, gun mounting and small 
engagements. Ip the opinion of experts 
the assault will cease when the Japanese 
have secured such position as will en¬ 
able them to ere?p closer under the noses 
of the Russian guns. It is believed that 
two more general assaults wil be neces¬ 
sary before the distance between the 
belligerent lines is sufficiently short 
enough to make att attempt to enter the 
main forts and make the end of the siege 
practicable. 

Having made every possible prepara¬ 
tion the Japanese opened fire with their 
artillery along the whole line, incidental¬ 
ly continuing their daily practice of 
dropping shells into the harbor. The 
Russians replied, the sounds, as of dis¬ 
tant thnnder, telling the inhabitants of 
Port Dalny that the long-expected as¬ 
sault on the fortresg^wns imminent. 

The bombardment continued furiously 
until tho afternoon of October 20th, 
when the Russian guns on Rtso moun¬ 
tain. Antse mountain and Rihlung moun¬ 
tain became silent. At 4 o’clock that 
afternoon a regiment of Japanese swept 
out from !>©hind a recently captured hill 
adjacent to Rihlung mountain and ad¬ 
vanced into the Russian trenches lying 
between Rihlung mountain and the rail¬ 
road, occupying them after hours of fight¬ 
ing. The Russians stuck to their posts 
till the Japanese were within a few 
yards, both sides hurling hand grenades 
at each other. 

The Japanese infantry are now using 
mechanicaj, jipvices which enable them to 
throw grenades with great accuracy and 
rapidity. 

In the meantime another body of 
Japanese assaulted the trenches on the 
slope and stopped gome distance above 
the ext rein/* Japanese outpost, where the 
ascent of Rihlung mountain became al¬ 
most perpendicular. The Russian 
trenches seamed the slope. To advance 
against them over an unbroken slope, 
which was mined, even without Russian 
resistance would have been a difficult 
task, but the slope had l*©en torn up, 
grei'.t holes having been Mown in at va¬ 
rious places by the bombardment, and the 
Japanese availed themselves of these 
indentations, which offered combined

of the meeting. Mr. Cowan's oppor- | 
tunity presented itself at a fairly well- 
attended gathering of Col. Prior’s sup- | 
porters and a goodly number of Liberals 
in the A. <>. IT. \V. hall last evening. It ' 
is unfortunate that after waiting so long 
Mr. Cow an didn't have a larger audience. ] 
but it was the best the colonel's friends : 
could attract (with no Sir Ilibbert ns a j 
drawing card). 

George Jay presided and opened the 
meeting with the usual introductory re¬ 
marks. after which ho-eallM upon Col. 
Prior to address tin* meeting,_ 

The colonel congratulated the meeting 
on its attendance, considering the wea¬ 
ther. IJe was glad to see that the cam¬ 
paign was “warming up”—it had been 
rarlicr quiet so far. 

He complained against what he des¬ 
cribed as the unfair tactics of liis op¬ 
ponents. whom lie charged with circulat¬ 
ing scurrilous rumors about him. He 
branded the reports as absolutely false, 
and challenged anyone to prove them. 

lie was no saint: he dhl not profess 
to be better than his fellow men. but he 
was ns gtHsl ns any of them. 

The colonel then modestly intimated 
that lie would make a better representa¬ 
tive than Mr. Riley, in fact he was dis¬ 
tinctly nil right nt expressing himself. 

He (Colonel Priori had hig interests in 
th** town, and to-day hod paid his taxes. 
Mr. Riley, ou tin* other hand, was a 
“carpet bagger.” with only a few rooms 
at the Balmoral, and had no business in¬ 
terests in tiii.s place. 

The Conservative candidate continued 
to make these pleasant little allusions to 
himself and Mr. Riley, after which lie 
switched oil to Senator Tetupleinan. The" 
latter, he said, in his paper had charged 
the speaker with taking the people’s 
money hy giving a contract to his firm 
while be was a member of the govern¬ 
ment. Well, wasn’t Senator Templemnn 
n member of the government, and didn't 
the Times receive government money? 

The colonel made the Senator the sole 
subject of his discourse for the next few 
minutes, and thundered forth the start¬ 
ling anomincement that he (Senator 
Templetonnl was recreant to the trust 
reposed in him as a representative of 
British Columbia in the Dominion gov¬ 
ernment. 

Taking up the railway question, he 
launched tho usual ineffectual Tory 
tirade against rhe Grand Trunk- Pacific, 
am? preached the .gospel of government 
roads. 

Before he sat down he rend the re¬ 
marks <iT the lnt**st Conservative idol. 
Mr. Blnir. on the railway question, all 
of which may he found in the Conserva¬ 
tive campaign literature, freely circulat¬ 
ed throughout the country. 

Geo. II. Cowon, the guest of the even¬ 
ing, and specialist on “Better Terms.”

*hould start work three months after they had obtained assurance of 
assistance from the Dominion government.” 

On Monday, March 10th, A. E. McPhillips addressed Col. Prior 
an open letter, as follows: 

Dear Col. Prior:—You will of course rememlier my putting a 
question to you on Monday evening at the Victoria theatre, that if 
it was stated in the contract with the Canada Northern Railway 
Company that construction of ijie railway depended on Dominion as¬ 
sistance, would you retire? Your answer was ‘Certhinly.’ 

“You state*] at your meeting at the same place ou Saturday night 
such a condition was now contained in the contract, but up to the 
present time I have had no intimation that you have retired from 
the contest. 

I cannot believe that a pledge given by you tinder such con¬ 
ditions will be broken.

In a meeting held at the North Ward school on Wednesday night Col. Prior 
practically defended his action in connection with the Chimney Creek bridge 
matter, declaring that he “might have been foolish, but he did nothing wrong.” 

As Co!. I*rior is now disposed to pass over the affair as a trifling indiscre¬ 
tion, a digest of the evidence brought out at the sittings of the committee is here 
appended. 

The committee sat on the evening of May 28th, 1903, and a number of wit¬ 
nesses, including Messrs. Prior, Wells and Gamble, were examined, as well as 
several members of the firm of E. G. Prior & Co. 

From the evidence* submitted the following facta wpre established* 

1. That at the time quotations for the Chimney Creek cable were called for 
Mr. Wells was Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works. 

& Thai, four firms were asked for prices. The firms a nd ten ders were: 

Dominion Wire Hope Company, Montreal, October 3rd, $5,917.31 October 
14th, $6,581.23%. __ 

McLennon, for W. B., Brown & Co., Liverpool, September 30th, $5,225. 

Frank Dowling, for Uoebling & Co., October 5th, $3,881; November 8th, 
$3,450. 

A. Leschen & Son Rope Company, St. Louis,' October 27th, $3,380.75. 

3. That F. C. Gamble opened the tenders as soon as received. 

4. That he took them to Col. Prior, who was acting as Chief Commissioner 
In Mr. Wells’s absence on November 15th, 1902. 

5. That Col. Prior thereupon suggested that E. G. Prior & Co. be allowed 
to lender; that Mr. Gamble nrged that it might nof lie advisable to do so; but 
that Col. Prior wished to have his firm tender, and it was so notified 

6 . Under instructions from Mr. Gamble, Mr. Cookson, n clerk in the de¬ 
partment, took the tenders themselves ami the specifications to Col. Prior. 

7. Mr. Schwengers, of E. G. Prior & Co., consulted Col. Prior re the 
tender. 

“Premier Prior, being again called, said that Mr. Cookson most assuredly 
sent him a copy of the prices and also the specifications. Fie folded the schedule 
of the prices and was positive Mr. Sell Wengers did not see it. He saw the 
specifications only.’’ 

8 . E. G. Prior ft Co. submitted a tender on December 0th for $3,210.39, be- 
eing $170.30 less than the next lowest tender. 

9. On December Pith E. G. Prior & Co. were notified of the acceptance of 
their tender. They were told that the cable should be delivered before the 
winter roads broke up. The other tenderers were to deliver their cable by the 
end of January, 1903. Manager Matthews, of E. G. Prior A Co., swore his 
company did not undertake to deliver t he cable before the roads broke np. 

It was on the facts as above disclosed under oath that His Honor the 
Lieut.-Genernl relieved Col. Prior of office, observing at the same time: • 

“The view which you have expressed in explanation and justification of 
your action in your answers to the committee . . . are so incompatible with 
and so completely at variance with what I have always understood to be tbe true 
principles of parliamentary independence of members, and above all of Ministers 
of the Crown, that while admitting you must have honestly considered that you 
were doing no wrong, I am, to my sincere regret, unable to continue feeling that 
confidence in your judgment which would justify me in acting any longer on 
your advice.” 

The same “views expressed in explanation and jnstiflcatlon of 
your action” to the committee in May, 1003, are being expressed 
to the electorate ou the stump by Col. Prior in the present cam¬ 
paign. _ 

If they were sufficient to canse the Lieut.-Governor to with¬ 
draw his confidence in 1903, they are ample for the electorate to 
withhold their confidence in 1904.

“Tho management of ( the Jumbo mine 
has decided to increase ore shipments as 
soon as the snow comes and permits 
good sleighing. Tho oatpnt for Octo- 
8 ber will be over 1,700 tons, ^hich it an 
increase over the preceding month, but 
before Christinas it is expected that it 
will have grown to 3,000 tons a month, 
which is nearly double the present rate 
of Shipment. To facilitate the loading 
of Jumbo ore into the cars, the Great 
Northern has arranged for the construc¬ 
tion of a new spur at the rock cut just 
west of the White Bear switch. Work 
at the iniue-is proceeding on the usual 
'lines, and everything is in a very satis¬ 
factory condition.”—Miner. 

J. J. Arthur, of die international 
boundary commission, which is engaged 
in delimiting and marking the interna¬ 
tional boundary line, says the commis¬ 
sion was just about completing the sea¬ 
son’s work, bat thought that they would 
continue till about the middle of No¬ 
vember. Howell Iliggnr, in charge of 
the geodetic work, is nt present at 
Lake Mountain, five miles southeast of 
this city. N. J. Ogilvie’s survey party 
is now working westward from near 
Cascade. It is anticipated that the sur¬ 
veys will be extended as far west as 
Midway before the season closes. Work 
when it fftops will not be taken up again 
till May. 1905. It is Mr. McArthur's 
opinion that the surveys-will be complet¬ 
ed to the Pacific Coast by November of 
next year.

“Whe* the Grand Trunk Pa- 
oific proposition first came up It 
provided for a railway from 
North Bay, Out., to the Pacific 
Ocean. The government was 
asked for a large bonus, both in 
cash and in land/ We, how'ever, 
refused to entertain the proposi¬ 
tion for two reasons. We ob¬ 
jected to the method of assistance 
proposed, especially that rela- 
Ing to the land grant. The 
Grand Trunk, as you are all 
aware, utilizes Portland, Maine, 
as its winter port. Well, we 
were determined then as we are 
now. that when the construction 
of another transcontinental rail¬ 
way should be undertaken the 
road should extend on Canadian 
soil from the Atlantic to the Pa¬ 
cific. We adopted that policy, 
not because of any unfriendliness 
towards the Unite'! States, bnt 
because we owed U to our na¬ 
tional dignity, and great destiny, 
to effect the transportation of 
Canadian freights on Canadian 
soil from tidewater to tidewater. 
We notified the Gram! Trunk 
that no assistance Would be given 
them unless that fundamental 
idea was observed, involving as 
it did the use of Canadian ports 
in winter as well. We spent two 
years of negotiation, labor, de¬ 
bate and legislation. No time, 
however, has been lost, consider¬ 
ing the magnitnde of the task, 
and the necessity of arranging 
tho numerous details. TTie con¬ 
tract has been signed and rati¬ 
fied. and now every detail is open 
to inspection by the people. The 
people of TJanada are asked to 
decide a momentous questiou. 
The question before them is 
simply this: Shall this con¬ 
tract be carried out, or shall Mr. 
Bonbon, the opposition leader, 
and,his associates be given auth¬ 
ority to tear it up? That in ef¬ 
fect is one of the main issues, If 
not the vital issue of the cam¬ 
paign.”—Hon. Cliffonl Sifton af 
Winnipeg, October 10th. 1904.

The artificial ruby Is said to 
be very pure aud brilliant, [m xioo u sing all 
the physical properties of natural rubles. 
It can be euf. and takes a very fine polish.
